Case Vehicle (A): 1998 Ford Veh. (B): 1999 Jeep 


Type: Escort SE Sport, 4-door sedan Type: Grand Cherokee, 4x4, 4-door SUV

SITUATION 

1 Itwas dark, there were no streetlights, it was snowing, and 2 case vehicle (A) was 
traveling west at a driver-estimated speed of 56 kph (35 mph) in the westbound lane 2 
of a two-lane, asphalt road surface that was snow covered. 3 Vehicle (B) was traveling 
east at a driver-estimated speed of 56 kph (35 mph) in the eastbound lane. 4 As case 
vehicle (A) was proceeding down a slight slope, vehicle (B) was approaching from the 
opposite direction. The driver of case vehicle (A) moved to the right to give both 
vehicles more room to maneuver in the bad weather and road conditions. However, the 
right wheels of case vehicle (A) exited the road surface and 5 went into a rut between 
the road surface and the shoulderof the road. While attempting to maneuverthe vehicle 
back onto the road, the driverof case vehicle (A) lost control of the vehicle. Case 
vehicle (A) crossed the centerline and went into the path of vehicle (B). The driverof 
vehicle (B) steered to the right and applied the brakes, but the front of case vehicle (A) 
struck the left front of vehicle (B). Case vehicle (A) then rotated counterclockwise while 
moving back across the westbound lane and shoulderof the road, and 6 went down into 
a ditch, 7 as evidenced by a fluid spill. 8 Case vehicle (A) came to restfacing southeast 
with its leftside up against a bush. After impact, vehicle (B) rotated slightly clockwise 
and came to restfacing southeaston the south shoulderof the road, 9 as evidenced by 
a fluid spill. The driverof case vehicle (A), and the driver and right-front passenger of 
vehicle (B), were transported to a local hospital. The driverof case vehicle (A) was then 
transferred to a level-one trauma facility and was held for treatment for three days. The 
driver and right-front passenger of vehicle (B) were treated and released. Case vehicle 
(A) and vehicle (B) were towed from the scene. 



GENERAL VEHICLE DAMAGE AND ESTIMATED CRASH 
SEVERITIES 

10 Damage to case vehicle (A) was moderate. 11 Direct contact damage to case 
vehicle (A) began at the right-front bumper corner and extended 123 cm to the left, 
resulting in 80-percent vehicle overlap. The maximum crush was 34 cm to the center of 
the front bumper. 

12 Damage to vehicle (B) was moderate. Direct contact damage to vehicle (B) began at 
the left-front bumper corner and extended 80 cm to the right, resulting in 50-percent 
vehicle overlap. 13 The maximum crush was 38 cm to the left-front bumper corner. The 
leftwheelbase was reduced 22 cm, and 14 the rightwheelbase was increased 8 cm. 

Using the WinSMASH accident-reconstruction program and 15 16 17 18 c-values 
measured for case vehicle (A) and 19 20_ 21 vehicle (B), the following impact severities 
were calculated:

DESCRIPTION OF DAMAGE TO CASE VEHICLE (A) 

Exterior 

In the front, 22_the right portion of the bumper cover was torn open from bottom to top, 
and itwas off of the vehicle. The bumper, radiator, and hood were crushed rearward 
and to the left. Both headlight assemblies, the grille, and the fascia were disintegrated. 
23 The right-front portion of the hood was buckled severely and it sustained direct 



contact damage above the level of the upper radiator support. The hood latch was 
damaged and jammed closed. 24 The right hood hinge was damaged, and 25 the rear 
edge of the hood was elevated, 26 butitdid not contact the windshield. 27 The 
windshield was damaged from contact by the passenger airbag cover. 

On the right side, 28_29 the fender was bowed outward and the front portion was 
separated from the vehicle body, 30 but there was no significant change to the 
wheelbase. Both right-side doors remained closed and operational. 

31 On the left-side, the front fender was deformed, but there was no significant change 
to the left wheelbase. Both left-side doors remained closed and operational. 

32 Atthe rear, the spoilerwas knocked off, and there were a couple of small dents to 
the trunk hood. There was no other damage to the rear of the vehicle. 

Interior 

This vehicle was equipped with steering-wheel and passenger frontal-impact airbags, 
and 33 34 35 both deployed. 36_ 37 There was no damage to the steering-wheel airbag 
module covers/flap. 38_ The plastic passenger airbag module cover/flap was splitatthe 
dividerseam. 39 40 41 There was no deformation ofthe steering-wheel rim or the 
spokes. The steering column was displaced to the right, but there was no apparent 
lateral displacementand 42 the shearcapsules did notappearto be stroked. 43 The 
plastic knee bolster cover and plastic steering-column coverwere cracked. 44 The 
brake pedal was deflected to the right. 45 The instrument panel trim above the steering 
column was knocked off, and 46 the rearview mirror was cracked and knocked off of its 
mount. 47 The leftside ofthe vertical console was cracked, and 48 the right upper vent 
outlet was knocked out. 49 50 51 52_ There was no other interior damage and there 
were no intrusions. 



OCCUPANT KINEMATICS AND INJURIES 

53 54 The 5-ft, 8-in, 170-lb, 33-year-old female driver was wearing the three-point belt 
and the 55 frontal-impact airbag deployed. 56_ There were belt fabric imprints on the D- 
ring and 57_ continuous loop, and 58 plastic transferred onto the belt fabric, indicating 
belt use atthe time of the crash. The driver reportedly had her hands atthe ten and two 
o'clock positions on the steering-wheel rim, the seat adjusted to a mid-track position, the 
seat-back slightly reclined, and the steering-wheel tilt in a mid position. 

On impact, the driver moved forward relative to the vehicle interior, into the belt restraint 
and airbag. She sustained a laceration to the right side of her face, possibly due to 
contact by the rearview mirror, which was knocked off its mount by the deploying 
passenger frontal-impact airbag. She sustained contusions to the left shoulder and to 
the center of the chest, probably due to loading by the shoulder belt, or possibly due to 
contact by the airbag. She sustained a contusion to her right hip, probably due to 
contact with the seatbelt buckle, but possibly due to contact with the center console. 

She sustained a displaced midshaft fracture to the left femur and a contusion below the 
left knee, probably due to knee contact with the knee bolster and/or steering column, 59 
60 61 62 as evidenced by the broken plastic knee bolster cover and scuff marks on the 
steering column. She sustained a contusion to the right knee, probably due to contact 
with the knee bolster, or possibly due to contact with the vertical console, 63 as 
evidenced by the broken plastic on the vertical console.
